@ With original British country 
song/material at last starting to 
gain the public & media 
recognition it deserves, to me it 
comes as no surprise to find 
Stu Page playing a prominent 
role within this upsurge of 
popularity for songs by British 
Songwriters. “Roll with the 
Punches", “Radio Nights", 
“Eyes of a Child”, “Heroes 
Songs”, “One More Broken 
Heart”, “Still Alive & Kicking”, 
“Your Leaving Song”, “Country 
Picker", “Honeysuckle 
Dreaming", “Florida Feelin’, 
(the latter two forming Stu's 
latest Double 'A' Sided Single) 
all are songs written by Stu 
Page and included in his stage 
repertoire. 


®@ Born in Leeds in the early 
fifties Stu Page learnt to play 
guitar at the age of ten, by his 
mid teens he was playing ‘Rock’ 
and ‘Pop’ in Pubs, Clubs and 
Colleges, but even then Stu had 
already gained an interest in 
country music ... so much so 
that by 1973 he'd up rooted and 
gone to America where he 
joined Warren Wilkinson's 
Country Band, as lead guitarist 


.. This popular local group, 
based in New Hampshire, 
toured ‘The State’ playing 
“Bluegrass” at various Fairs, 
Colleges and Concert venues. 
“Black Mountain Rag” a 
popular item in Stu's Band 
repertoire nowadays, was 
drawn from those days in The 
Warren Wilkinson Band. 


@ When that Band split in late 
‘74 Stu Page found himself 
faced with the decision, should 
he ‘Hang In’ in the hope of 
getting into another country 
band or should he head for 
Home. He hung in and 
eventually, stoney-broke, 
managed to join a New York 
based ‘Rock’ and ‘Soul’ Band. 
This fill in job lasted about a 
year, allowing him to save 
enough money to get back 
home to Leeds. He hasn't been 
back yet but Stu remembers his 
time in America as “an 
experience | wouldn't have 
missed for the world”. 


®@ Once he was home Stu 
quickly found work as a 
sessions musician and played 
gigs with a “Pop group” called 
The John Rigby Band... Then 
‘New Wave’ and ‘Punk’ arrived 
on the scene and by 1976 Stu 
had decided to quit the music 
business he says “I was totally 
disillusioned, and preferred to 
drive a truck rather than follow 
those trends ... However, 
Country Music must have 
burned deeply into his soul for 
1977 found him back part time 
as the instrumental half of a 
duo. 


@ The following year Stu (still 
driving his trucks) was offered 
the chance to join ‘Midnight 
Flyer’ who were soon to 
become runners-up in the 
nationwide Marlboro Country 
Music Talent Contest finals, 
held at the Wembley 
Conference Centre. 


@ jn 1981 when Stu's 
association with ‘Midnight Flyer’ 
finally ended, came the 
formation of his own Band 
“Remuda”. This was the first 
time Stu started singing lead 
vocals regularly and when he 
began writing his own songs. 


® As asemi-pro Band, the 
almost instant popularity & 
success which they gained 
started to cause problems, as 
more and more venues began 
to book them it meant the 
group having to travel further 
afield and more often, also it 
meant getting home was later 
and later ... flushed with 
success Stu and bass player 
Terry Clayton wanted to go 
fully pro but the other band 
members disagreed, so the 
group split up. 


@ stu Page and TC, worked 
well as a duo for a while, fully 
professional willing to play 
anywhere, however successful 
as they were, Stu still retained 
plans for a four piece fully pro 
band, so it wasn’t long before 
lead guitarist Steve Isherwoo 
and drummer John White were 
recruited and they began a 
rapid climb up the ladder of 
recognition on The British Club 
circuits. 1985 saw Stu and 
Remuda appear at the major 
Wembley, Peterborough and 
Floralia (Holland) Festivals, and 
they were voted ‘Best British 
Newcomers’ in the B.C.M.A's 
poll, but even though they were 
scoring highly with fans 
nationwide they were not 
commanding the fees large 
enough to keep the combo 
happy and changes came 
about. (November 1985). Andy 
Whelon taking over lead guitar 
and Brian Nicholls was the 
replacement on drums. 


@ These past 12 months have 
seen more career advances for 
Stu Page and Remuda with 
more major festival 
appearances at Heijen (in 
Holland), then the popular 
summer all day event at Harlow 
Cheltenham, Lyme Park 
(Stockport) etc. and the release 
of their good selling Double ‘A’ 
sided single ... Then being 
voted in the CMRU Readers 
Poll Most Promising British Act. 
A good Date Sheet means 1987 
could be even better. 
Particularly as they look 
forward to a Five Country 
European Tour, plus a working 
trip to Texas

® Since 

forming his first group, 

The Cruisers, back in 1958, 
Albert Lee has developed a 
guitar mastery that knows few 
peers. Although eventually 
gaining recognition as one of 
the truly great ‘superpickers’, 
his place amongst the elite and 
subsequent rise to international 
acclaim were not easily come 
by. Despite being a member of 
Chris Farlowe’s Thunderbirds 
during the ‘guitar hero’ building 
mid-sixties, Albert was virtually 
ignored and admits ‘things were 
pretty slow for me and kind of 
frustrating! 


@ Towards the end of the 
sixties, simultaneous to the 
pioneering transatlantic efforts 
of Gram Parsons etc., Lee 
began experimenting with 
country/rock fusions and, after 
gigging with the Flintlocks, 
formed Country Fever with Jon 
Derek, Gerry Hogan, Pat 
Donaldson and Jed Kelly. Fever 
soon became firm country 
music club favourites, but, as 
Albert recalls, ‘all they wanted 
to hear was Johnny Cash or 
Jim Reeves, which is fine, but | 
wanted to play country/rock’. 
Just under a year later, during 
which time they had cut an 
album, he left Country Fever. 


® Following a short spell with 
the Steve Gibbons Band and 
work on numerous major 
sessions, Albert cut a solo 
single for Bell Records, then 
joined forces with Tony Colton, 
Ray Smith, Pete Gavin, Mike 
O'Neil and Chas Hodges (now 
Chas of Chas & Dave) to 
pursue a country/rock direction 
as Heads, Hands and Feet. This 
now legendary band recorded 
two albums, released in the UK 
on Island Records, before 
moving to the Atlantic label to 
make ‘Old Soldiers Never Die’, 
which, retitled ‘Country Guitar 
Man’ and credited to Albert Lee, 
has just been re-issued by 
Sundown Records... 


@ This album, originally 
released at the beginning of 
1973, is ample proof that, 
despite their undeniable 
excellence, Heads, Hands and 
Feet were far too elaborate for 
public consumption, which was 
further evidenced by their 
disbanding prior to it's 
availability. However, while 
complicated arrangements and 
musical self-indulgence seemed 
to be their main aim, they were 
always Creative and, albeit 
difficult to listen to at times, 
enjoyable once the initial 
discomfort had been overcome. 


@ Albert features vocally on 
five tracks, solo for two of 
them, ‘| Won't Let You Down’ 
and ‘Just Another Ambush’, 
which are more direct and, 
therefore, easier to get into, but 
the best cut by far is his duet 
with Chas on ‘Taking My Music 
To The Man’ (a song covered 
by Roger Humphries on his 
‘Blast Of Fresh Air’ album). The 
best of the rest are ‘One 
Woman’, which Albert shares 
with Colton and Smith, and 
Chas’ solo offering, ‘Another 
Useless Day’, both good, fast 
country rockers, while the 
leftovers are just too 
complicated. 


® Although Heads, Hands and 
Feet were destined for 
extinction, they have been 
lavished with posthumous 
praise, which, as the sleeve- 
notes point out, has ‘left them 
with a hardcore cult following 
and a reputation as one of the 
most exciting and innovative 
bands of the early seventies! 
The truth. behind that statement 
makes one wonder why 
Sundown chose to re-issue the 
album under Albert's name 
instead of the collective identity 
of Heads, Hands and Feet, but, 
whatever, they have provided a 
service. 


® (ee's involvement in HH. & 
F. earned him international 
acclaim and, following some 
album work with Jerry Lee 
Lewis in London, he found 
himself in Los Angeles as a 
fully fledged member of the 
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Crickets. This was followed by 
work with Don Everly, Jackson 
Browne and Joe Cocker, then, 
in early 1976, he replaced 
James Burton in Emmylou 
Harris’ Hot Band, staying for 
over two years and contributing 
greatly to the lady’s on-stage 
and recorded sound. 


® During the eighties, Albert 
Lee has been involved with Eric 
Clapton's band, the reunited 
Everly Brothers and Rosie 
Flores, cutting some rocking 
country tracks with the latter 
for El Segundo, California 
based Enigma Records. In his 
own right, Albert has had three 
albums released, ‘Hiding’ (A&M- 
1979), ‘Albert Lee (Polydor- 
1982), and the new MCA 
offering, ‘Speechless’... 


®@ Lavishly packed in shiny 
bronze sleeve, bearing the 
slogan ‘custom pressed on KC 
569 blend premium virgin vinyl’, 
this clarity-plus addition to 
MGA's Master Series, produced 
by Albert Lee and Bradley 
Hartman, was recorded at One 
On One Studios, North 
Hollywood, California. The title, 
if further explanation is 
necessary, refers to the fact 
that the album is purely 
instrumental, featuring Jim Cox 
(Keyboards, synthesized banjo, 
steel guitar), Greg Humphrey 
(bass), replaced by Sterling 
‘Biff Ball on a couple of tracks, 
Chad Wackerman (drums) and, 
of course, Albert (guitar, 
mandolin, piano). 
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® The mood varies from fast, 
almost dated sounding, Chet 
Atkins style picking (‘T-Bird To 
Vegas’) and guitar, honky-tonk 
piano led barrelhouse (‘Bullish 
Boogie’), to a suitably deep, 
twangy Duane Eddy number, 
with over-elongated jazzy piano 
solo (‘Cannonball’), and a 
couple of near easy listening, 
five-minute-plus opuses 
(‘Romany Rye’, ‘Erin’). Although 
similar to the latter, 
‘Seventeenth Summer’, with a 
distant, echoed guitar that 
repeatedly builds and subsides, 
is saved by the sheer character 
of the picking. But, the real 
saviours here are the two 
traditional tracks, ‘Salt Creek’ 
and ‘Arkansas Traveler’, 
furious-paced modern 
arrangements with a roots 
music feel. 


®@ ‘Speechless’ is a very diverse 
album, which, while the 
standard of picking remains 
unassailable, is hardly reflective 
of the Albert Lee that gave us 
such fine songs as ‘Country 
Boy’. | know the concept is 
different and about half the 
tracks are enjoyable, but the 
sooner Albert reverts to past 
form the better for me. 


®@ Two newly released albums 
representing past and present 
aspects of a long, illustrious 
career, but neither are 
indicative of Albert Lee's best 
work. Maybe he reached his 
peak on ‘Hiding’ and the tracks 
recorded with Rosie Flores, or 
maybe the best is yet to come. 
Only time will tell!

GUITAR TOWN

Of all eight albums, this is my 
particular favourite and, judging 
by its international success (a 
Gallup chart-topper, top-ten 
and rising on Billboard), that of 
many others too. Steve's vividly 
descriptive story songs have 
earned him a reputation as the 
“Bruce Springsteen” of country 
music, but, with his 
individuality, it is unfair to liken 
him to anyone. Quite simply, 
his country ‘n’ blues ‘n’ rock ‘n’ 
folk fusion gathers the best 
American music, past or 
present can offer into one 
glorious ali-embracing entity. 


The production of Emory Gordy 
Jr and Tony Brown and the 
picking of his band, The Dukes, 
perfectly complement the 
music, while Steve's profound 
vocal reading of his own lyrics 
is unapproachable, let alone 
surpassable, by any other 
singer. ‘Guitar Town’ is possibly 
my choice of the decade and | 
have a feeling Steve Earle is 
going to be a major influence 
on the future of country music 
everywhere.

Reggie Young, who has always

Their music, an 
acoustic-based mixture of 
bluegrass and modern, sits well 
within the ‘New Traditionalist’ 
mould, with incredibly beautiful, 
non-amplified stringed 
instrument picking and the 
occasional hint of electric 
guitar.

They are 
good enough to be considered 
as a distaff equivalent of the 
Everly Brothers, and equate a 
similar enough balance 
between the “pop” Nashville 
Sounds and traditional country 
to be as influential in both 
spheres as the Everlys were.

With his unique, electric 
approach to bluegrass, Ricky 
Scaggs was rightfully regarded 
as a leading light of the new 
school return to roots 
movement. However since 
being elevated into that major 
star league, there had been 
more than a hint of cross-over 
commercial tendencies, but 
there's plenty of roots evidence 
here to keep his credibility 
intact. 


The singing and musicianship 
is exemplary, even verging on 
sublime when it gets right down 
to real rural authenticity, which, 
no matter how great the 
temptation to change, is 
Scaggs’ true forte. | hope that 
Ricky remains loyal to his roots, 
but, regardless of my concern 
about his credibility, the fact 
that this album has climbed the 
Gallup charts twice 

speaks for itself.

Having probably the hardest 
battle as far as British
